India's  food  situation  is  reported  to  have  reached  its  most 
critical  point  nov;.  Unless  new  and  serious  crop  failures 
occur,  conditions  are  expected  to  iniDrove  by  1947,  But  fron 
a.  world-v/ido  point  of  view,  the  vrinter  crops  of  the 
southern  hcnisxjhere  will  prove  to  be  inport  ant,  because,  if 
they  are  good,  they  will  help  to  supply  the  deficit  areas 
of  Europe  aud  Asia  v;ith  needed  grains. 

It  seens  to  no  tha.t  if  food  production  is  not  yet  nornal  in 
a good  part  of  the  world,  a lot  of  peojple  still  nust  bo 
underfed. 

Quito  true,  I'lie  conference  talk  on  tho  int ernahional  food 
situation  brought  out  the  fa^ct  that  nutritional  levels  in 
nost  countries  are  belov/  pro-v/ar  levels- — and  are  far  belov; 
those  to  bo  desired. 

Even  sc,  UlIRPA's  activities  are  to  be  tornina,tod,  aren't 
they? 

Except  for  a tenporary  continuation  of  relief  shipnents 
to  the  Par  Eantj  UiJPRA  will  finish  its  v/ork  by  tho  end  of  this 
yoeXo  In  addition,  there  will  be  no  nore  lend-lease 
shipnents  next-  year — thus  total  relief  supp)lios  sent  abroad 
in  1947  probably  will  be  substantially  belov;  this  year's — 
even  though  tho  United  Stales  finds  it  necessary  to  naiae 
direct  relief  shipnents  to  countries  in  severe  distress.

That-t  is  the  rjredicted  trend — and  the  consequent  shift  awa.y 
froD  the  sellers'  market  v/ill  require  rnljustncnts — and  will 
likely  result  in  decreased  income  payments  in  late  1947.

Well,  no  definite  forecast  can  he  nade — oven  hy  the  experts — 
hut  the  viov/  presented  at  the  Outlook  conference  v;as  that 
neat,  dairy  products  and  poultry  are  likely  to  he  affected 
less  hy  price  declines  then  grains,  vegetables,  fruits  erid 
ninor  field  crops. 

If  the  prices  of  fan.i  connodities  decline  generally, 
wouldn’t  this  have  sone  effect  on  rural  faiily  living? 
hot  necessarily.  The  outlook  for  1947  is  for  large  spending 
hy  fa'iilies  in  rural  areas*  This  is  due  to  the  high  incones 
received  for  agricultural  produce  this  year,  accunulated 
funds,  and  relative  free don  fron  debt* 

If  tliat  is  true,  rural  fanilies  will  he  able  to  efford 

no re  and  better  food  and  conseouently  raise  their  nutritional 

standards . 

That’s  right,,cand  as  sot  forth  at  the  Outlook  conference, 
the  prospects  for  better  national  nutrition  a,re  very  good. 

The  Pepartnent  of  AgricehtuLro  already  is  fostering  a nmher 
of  progrrns  designed  to  inprove  dietary  standards  and 
sone  tentaf  ivo  proposals  to  establish  a nininun  level  of 
food  consuD-x^tion  for  low  incone  grour)s  v/cre  hrougiit  to  the 
attention  of  the  group. 

Those  Outlook  conference  discussions,  a.s  you’ve  sunnarized 
then,  are  nainly  broad  outlines  of  the  situation  v;o  can 
expect'  in  1947.  Did  the  conference  take  up  any  a.griculturaJL 
questions  in  no  re  deta.il,  ?

Well,  for  instance,  the  fact  that  donestic  denpjid  and 
foreign  shipnents  likely  will  continue  strong— at  lop.st 


into  next  year. 

That  ought  to  nean  a large  food  production  goalo 
Right,  After  the  close  of  the  Outlook  conference,  the  chief 
of  the  Production  paid  I-Ip.rketing  Adninist rpfion,  Rohert  E. 
Shields,  declared  in  a rpxlio  talio  that  ^we  expect  the  production 
gopJLs  for  nost  crops  in  1947  to  "be  p.s  large  a.s  this  yeax’s 
acreage,  coif  not  larger."  Mister  Shields  pointed  out  thp.t 
the  wheat  goal — vdiich  x^p.s  aainounced  sone  weeks  "before  fall 
seeding — calls  for  as  nuch  wlieak  as  we  raised  this  year. 

But  he  pRso  "brought  out  thak  there  v/ould  "be  reductions  in 
certahn  other  connodities, 

Seens  to  ne  tliak  foreign  and  donestic  denands  for  a.gri cultural 
products  would  "be  the  nost  inportant  factor  in  sotting  goals. 

But  it’s  not  the  only  factor^,  Another  year  of  high  food 
production  Rioses  the  pro"blon  of  laoid  use  and  soil  conservation.

G-oals  IiavG  boon  su^r^cstod  for  v/hoat,  r^^o,  field  poas,  v/intor 
cover  crop  seeds,  su^ar  beets  and  su.(;d.t  cane,  flaocseed, 
potatoes,  liens  and  pullets  on  farns,  and  the  spring;  xiig  crop. 
Those  iX’oad-s  will  become  final  after  state  su{X’dGstions  for 
revision  and  the  latest  outlook  for  demand  and  supiily  ha.ve 
been  considered.  Other  croio  and  livestock  goa-ls  probably 
will  be  aainounced  v/ithin  the  next  few  weeks. 

Prom  v/hat  you’ve  told  us  , I guess  v/e’ll  set 

our  sights  again  for  another  year  of  bumper  crops,  ITow  what 
about  these  '/ar  Pood  Order  cancella.t ions  you  mentioned  eanlier? 
They  fit  into  the  whole  T)icture,  too,  or  at  any  rc-te  are  to 
be  considered  in  our  agricultural  outlook. 

How’s  that? 

Beca.uso  our  emorgoncy  war  food  orders  have  had  the  effect 
of  controlling  or  directing  particularly  the  distribution 
and  use  of  food  products.  How  tha.t  the  gra.vcst  food  emergency 
period  han  pa.ssed,  more  and  more  of  these  controls  can  be 
relajced-\hiich  is  bound  to  have  some  influence  on  the  way  our 
agricultural  econom.y  runs, 

I can  see  where  that  may  well  be  true — but  can  you  give 
us  a specific  example? 

I think  sOo  One  of  the  food  orders  just  cancelled  set  up 
controls  over  the  p^nreha-sos  and  use  of  corn  and  other  feed 
grains.  Those  controls  v/ero  contained  in  'dar  Pood  Order  145 
v/hich  was  instituted  laost  April  to  conserve  supplies  of  grahn 
to  meet  domestic  and  export  req_uirements — and  also  to  obtain 
a more  equitable  distribution  of  supplies  here  in  this  country.
